Sells Famous Nursery in Blue Grass Region and Will 
Abandon Breeding as Well as Racing of Thor- 
oughbreds — New Owner to Breed Trotters.

AMERICAN HORSES SUCCESSFUL IN RACING IN ENGLAND 



In the course of racing in England from August 23 to September 30, inclusive. American-bred horses were 
Placed in fifty-nine races, of which they won twenty-one. In the list of winners is an item of interest to 
those in Chicago whose habit it. was to attend the races when racing was one of the most popular diversions 
of Chicago. This is the fact that Maydale appeals as the winner of two races, the in ton Nursery Handi- 
cap at Manchester and the Selling Nursery Handicap at Derby. She is a daughter of the Futurity winner. 
Ormondale and the old time local favorite May W., and appears to have inherited a good measure of the 
latters great speed. She belongs to the former crack jockey, Sam Loates, and was the first winner he 
sent to the post in his new avocation as a trainer, and, quite naturally, a favorite in his esteem.

CHANGE IN CONDITIONS AT COURSE OF THE 
JAMESTOWN JOCKEY CLUB. 

Jockey Turner Distinguishes Himself by Piloting 
Four of His Mounts to Victory — Chances for 
Racing at Havana Are Slim. 



That the weight of years and a precarious state of 
health have caused James It. Keene to retire from 
active participation in racing is no longer news, but 
it is a decided surprise to learn that he has sold his 
magnificent Castleton Stud farm and is to abandon 
breeding also, at least in this country. It is given 
nut that he lias sold Castleton to a New Yorker who 
will, it is said, use it as a breeding farm for trot- 
ices. The sale did not include the unsurpassed baud 
hi thoroughbreds now at Castleton. Their future lo- 
cation will lie made known authoritatively presently, 
one report says that they will lie sent to England. 
This may turn out to lie correct, but it lacks con- 
tinuation at present. Mv. Keene already has Colin 
and Ballot in England for stud service, and he may 
have concluded to transfer his entire breeding estab- 
lishment to the land of his nativity. If so, it is a 
tough tilow to American breeding interests. 

Exactly when Mr. Keene embarked in breeding is 
not immediately ascertainable, but it was in the 
rarly nineties. As a turfman he flourished from 
I s7N to 1SS4 with horses bought from other breed- 
ers. including such celebrities as Foxliall, S|ieud- 
thrift, Dan Sparling, Dutch Skater and Don Fulauo. 
but at that time he was not a breeder. Caught on 
the wrong side in the stock and grain markets, he 
was forced to devote some time to repairing his 
financial standing. This accomplished, he took up 
racing again and, acquiring Castleton, went into 
breeding with the wonderful Himyar Tiorse Domino 
as the cornerstone of his new enterprise. Sagacious 
in this as lu other matters of business, be selected 
broodmares with great care and bought a splendid 
hand in England and in this country regardless of 
cost. Domino died when ouly seven years old. but 
not until he bad sired such grand examples of the 
super excellent thoroughbred as Commando, Cap apd 
Bells and Disguise. Cap and Bells has the distinc- 
tion of being the only American-bred winner of 
Euglaud’s greatest race for three-year-old tiliios, 
the Epsom Oaks. Disguise ran third to Diamond 
Jubilee and Simon Dale for the Epsom Derby of 
1900, and later on that year won the $50,000 I, .Toe key 
Club Stakes at Newmarket from Jolly Tar ami For- 
farshire. with Diamond Jubilee among those which 
ran unplaced. Commando was a superb two-year- 
old and being injured was retired to the stud early, 
where he rivalled the immediate success of his sire 
in sending to the races from his first two crops of 
funis sueli phenomenons as Colin, Peter Pan, Celt 
and others of lesser fame but great speed and capac- 
ity. Like Domino, he did not live long, dying in 
BIOS when but seven years old. Had Domino and 
Commando lived to old age as horses it is difficult 
to imagine how remarkable would have been their 
reputations as sires by this time. 

Although relying upon it principally, Mr. Keene 
dipped into other lines of blood than that of Himyar- 
Dumino-Connnando and with Kingston, Ben Brush 
and Voter has sent a host of winners to the turf, 
some of which could hardly bo excelled in all the i 
requisites of a race horse. Novelty. Delhi, and Ballot 
being notable tributes to the wisdom that gathered 
this trio of stallions into the Castleton paddocks. In- 
dicative of the phenomenal success of that great stud 
is tlie fact that in American racing history only 
twenty-two horses have won $100,000 or more, and of 
these Sysonby, Colin. Ballot, Peter Pan and Delhi 
all first saw the light of day at Castleton. How- 
ever. Sysonby, although foaled there, was not Cas- 
tleton-iired, having been bought in utoro when liis 
dam Uptime was purchased by Mr. Keene at the 
Marcus Daly dispersal sale. The other four won 
collectively the great sum of $567,147. Other purely 
Castiefou bred horses that raced with great dis- 
tinction were Maskctte. Israelite, Noonday. Super- 
man. Celt. Gretna Green, Mclisaiide. Helmet, Court 
Dress, Peter Quince, Wild Mint, Whitechapel, Phi- 
lander. Itcstigoucbe, Sweep, Dalesman. Veil, Suf- 
fragette. Augur, Transvaal, Novelty. Kuroki, Von 
Trump, Caboehon, Hilarious, Meggs Hill and Gras- 
mere. while over in England this year Iron Mask. 
Kunnymeade. Cataract, Blarney Stone and Outram 
have done valiant service in upholding the good fame 
of Castleton and their native land. This list by no 
means covers the total of line racers bred there un- 
der tin* aide management of Major F. A. Dainger- 
ticld. Outside of the Welbeck Stud in England 
when St. Simon was its premier, it is safe to say 
that no other breeding establishment ever made such 
monetary returns to its owner as Castleton did to 
James It. Keene. 

Lexington Ky., November 24. — Major Foxliall A. 
Dnlngcrficld. brother-in-law of James K. Keene 
and manager of Castleton Farm, in confirming re- 
ports from New Y'ork, said today that he had him- 
self made the sale of the famous farm to Mr. David 
M. Look, of New York, while the latter was here 
early in the week, and that the announcement was 
made by Mr. Look upon his return to New Y’ork 
yesterday. Major Daingerfield said he had not re- 
eei veil any word from Mr. Keene since his accep- j 
lance of the terms ho had made with Mr. Look, and 
that he was not prepared to say what might be 
done With the stud of thoroughbred stallions, mares 
and weanlings now on the farm, other than that 
Ihey are to lie removed by January 1, when the new 
owner is to have |>ossessioii. 

Mr. Keene has the stallions Kingston (now out of 
service and a pensioner because of advanced age). 
Voter, Ben Brush, Disguise. Pete Pan, Hip- 
podrome. Ultimus, Delhi and Superman. Celt, 

is at the EUerslie Stud of It. J. Haneoek 
A- Son in Virginia and Ballot was recently 
sent to Newmarket to join Colin in the Eng- 
lish division of the Keene establishment. There are 
here now forty-four reasonably young broodmares 
that are believed to be in foal and some eighteen 
old mares that are virtually pensioners. The wean- 
lings number thirty. There are no yearlings. Mr. 
Keene having sold the entire crop to Harry Payne 
Whitney last June and they have been transferred 
to Bruokdnle Farm in New Jersey, where they have 
been broken anil are b*‘ing trained by James Rowe. 
Whether Mr. Keene will have a dispersal sale on 
lids side of the Atlantic or send his stallions, mares 
and weanlings to England is not within the know- 
ledge of Major Daingerfield or any one else here at 
this writing, but it is unquestionably liis intention 
to quit breeding and racing ontrely. 

Castleton farm, as now constituted, contains 1070 
acres and is assessed for taxation at $119,705, 
which, as might be supposed, is not generally re- 
garded as its full value by a considerable sum. 
The farm is located at the junition of Iron Works 
aud Mt. Iloreb roads, about five miles north of 
Lexington. The original farm of 011 acres faces 
Iron works rood and for many years was the home- 
stead of the famous Cnstleman family, of which Gen. 
John B. Castleman, of Louisville, distinguished as a 
soldier and as a horseman, his fancy running particu- 
larly to the saddle horse, is a member. The Castlemans 
gave it the name Castleman and it was then, before 
tlic civil war. noted for the fine riding horses that 
wife produced upon its fertile acres. From the Cns- 
tlermin family it passed to the Higgins family, then 
to the Inskiiis. next to the Fosters and after that to 
tlie Fords of Virginia, W. B. Ford using it for several

years as a nursery for trotting horses. He was hard 
hit when the slump came in the value of trotters in 
the early ’nineties and lie decided to sell out his 
horses and go back to Virginia. . „„„ , 

Domino bad through bis success in 1893 made 
Janies R. Keene the most conspicuous man on the 
turf in America, just as Foxhall’s achievements in 
England had put him in the limelight during an 
earlier iieriod. and when it came time to retire Dom- 
ino he leased Castleton Farm, collected about twenty 
mares and put Major Daingerfield. of Virginia, in 
charge. The success of the Castleton bred thor- 
oughbreds in this country and England has since 
been a matter of almost continuous comment, and 
the line of produce from Domino and Commando 
has boc‘ii the wonder of two continents, to say noth- 
ing of the accomplishments of the sons and daugh- 
ters of Kingston, Ben Brush. Voter and Disguise. 
The achievements of such distinguished horses as 
Sysonby, Colin. Rallot. Celt. Superman, Peter Pan 
and Maskette have been marvelous. 

A year or so after lie bought Castleton 1 arm. 
proper. Mr. Keene was advised by Major Daingerfield 
that its acreage was not sufficient for his increased 
number of mares, yearlings and weanlings and 459 j 
acres more were added h.v the purchase of adjoin- 
ing farms, one of them being the old John C. Breck- 
enridge place and another the James D. Keiserf 

la ”| l r Look, the new owner of Castleton. is a native 
of Louisville, the son of Samuel M. Look, who has 
amassed a fortune in New York. He is interested 
in the light harness horse and intends to devote 
Castleton to the breeding of trotters and pacers. H" 
is one of ten men comprising the syndicate that 
last spring bought a majority of the stock in the 
Kentucky Trotting Horse Rreeders’ Association, 
which controls the magnificent trotting track here. 

MORE MADDEN MARES FOR FRANCE. 

New Y’ork, November 24. — The success achieved 
by tlie produce of twenty-two broodmares shipped to 
France a collide of years ago by John E. Madden 
has induced him to plan for sending a like number 
of matrons to the same country. The shipment will 
be made at an early date. 

The collection is composed of marcs distinguished 
for their racing qualities, and their sons and daugh- 
ters have won many of America’s important fixtures. 
Mr. Madden will retain four of the band and race 
the produce under his own colors on the French turf. 



JAMESTOWN CHARTER SUIT IS ON. 

Hearing Begins at Norfolk on Proceedings Instigated 
by Governor Mann of Virginia. 



Norfolk. Va., November 24. — Trial of the quo war- 
ranto proceedings brought by the state of Virginia for 
revocation of tlie charter of the Jamestown Jockey 
Club. and aimed at the life of the Jamestown track, 
was begun tixlay liefore Judge J. F. West, named es- 
pecially by Governor Mann to try tlie case. A de- 
murrer was offered by the defense, which if sustained 
would throw the whole action out of court and fore- 
stall the aim of the governor, which is said to be the 
securing of a decision from a circuit judge that book- 
making as conducted at the Jamestown track is in 
violation of the Virginia statutes. 

The point made by counsel for tlie racing man- 
agement in his demurrer tiled this morning was that 
tlie Jamestown Jockey Club is not authorized in its 
charter to conduct or permit bookmaking or gambling 
in any form; that its charter can only be revoked for 
violation or misuse of rights given the corporation 
therein and that if it lias done something in viola- 
tion of the criminal laws, the criminal courts are the 
place for prosecution of such violations and there can 
be no revocation of its charter in a civil action upon 
the’ allegation that it has done something Us charter 
does not permit. 

The court will give a decision upon the demurrer 
after Assistant District Attorney General R. B. Davis 
and J. S. Smith, for tlie prosecution, shall have sub- 
mitted arguments for the state. 



GATHERING FOR JUAREZ MEETING. 



El Paso, Tex., November 24. — With turf followers 
flocking in from ali directions daily, the Juarez meet- 
ing bids fair to far outstrip all previous records. 
Something like 500 horses are already quartered at 
the course, with additions arriving daily. 

General Manager Winn announces that the ring 
will be open to all reputable bookmakers, provided 
tlie number reaches fifteen. Otherwise some arrange- 
ment will be made so that the ring will be pro-rated 
for the amount given daily in purses. 

A new dressing has been put on the track and the 
entire plant has been renovated throughout. 



Norfolk, Va., November 24.— Jockey C. Turner, a 
recent arrival from Latonia. is rapidly gaining favor 
as a rider with Norfolk race-goers. Turner rode the 
winners of the fifth and sixth races yesterday, 'to- 
day he had five mounts, won with four of them and 
finished second with the remaining one. Two of 
Turner’s winning mounts this afternoon were Sure- 
get and Working Lad, from the stable of the Ten- 
nessee turfman, William Gerst. Both were favorites 
in their races and incidentally they were the only 
favorites to win during the afternoon. 

Some of the winners came fioui most unexpected 
quarters, the biggest surprise of the afternoon being 
the defeat of the 1 to 2 favorite, Stilly Night, which 
finished third to Rose Queen and Capsize in the 
fourth race, a dash of six furlongs. Rose Queen 
showed good speed in the racing and obtained a 
commanding lead entering the homestretch. At the 
end she tired badly and just lasted long euougli to 
stall off Capsize’s closing rush. Stilly Night was 
unable to get to the front at any time and, despite 
a rousing ride at the hands of Guy Burns in the 
stretch drive. 

The races were run over a sloppy track and before 
a crowd that was made up entirely of regulars. 
The change in track conditions was responsible for 
numerous scratches, the fields in a majority of tlie 
races being materially reduced by withdrawals. 

Queen Bee. a Bannockburn filly recently purchased 
by the Burttschell-Louls confederacy from M. C. 
Prichard, spreadeaglcd her opposition in the first 
race, a dash of five furlongs for two-year-olds. 
The filly was well backed by her stable connections, 
who profited handsomely by her victory. Sadie 
Shapiro, favorite for the race, failed to finish among 
the placed horses. For that matter, she was never 
prominent. 

Several of the stables racing here have arranged 
to shiii to Columbia on Tuesday, so as to be on 
hand for the opening day of that meeting. The 
management has announced that the ring will be an 
open one. Tom Shaw, who Is booking here, has de- 
cided to take a trip to New Orleans for a few days 
at the conclusion of the Jamestown meeting. He 
probably will return to Columbia during the second 
week of the meeting and remain there to the end. 

Judge Joseph A. Murphy was today in receipt of a 
cablegram from 11. D. Brown, who is in Havana, 
which brought the news that while the meeting at 
Alniendares has not as yet been officially declared 
off. the chances of racing there this winter wen 
slim. Judge Murphy also received word from Harry 
Payne Whitney to the effect that he has donated 
the thoroughbred stallions Prince Hamburg and San- 
dringham to the United States government. The 
horses will lie turned over to the War Department 
and probably will be located at the department stock 
farm which has been established in Virginia, the 
purpose of which is to improve the breed of calvary 
horses. 

G. Armbrnster is in receipt of a letter from Arthur 
Elrod, general mauager of the Columbia meeting, to 
the effect that several strings of horses now in 
Kentucky will be shipped to Columbia. Among them 
are those of Gallaher Brothers and J. W. Frye, 
numbering thirty-five bead. 

Hugh Penny has purchased the Interest that 
George Seun held in the horses King Avondale. Third 
Rail and Wood Dove, the former having retired from 
active participation in racing and returned to his 
home in St. Louis. 

Fred W. Gerhardy, who will act as secretary of 
the Charleston meeting, will leave for that South 
Carolina city immediately following the close of 
racing hero. It would uot be surprising to find sev- 
eral of the officials that were employed at Monerief 
Park in line at Charleston, now that there will b» 
no meeting in Havana. 



PLAN TO REVIVE LOUISIANA RACING. 



Local Promoters to Try Experiment of “Betless” 
Meeting on New Orleans Half-Mile Track. 



New Orleans, La., November 24. — Wliat is charac- 
terized as an effort to revive interest in racing will 
be attempted here beginning Thanksgiving day by 
several local promoters, who intend to Inaugurate a 
race meeting of the mixed variety at the half mile 
Orleans track, opposite City Park. The scheme of 
the promoters appears visiouary and many of those 
who have hopes for a revival of the sport in all its 
broad phases frown upon the present attempt. 

According to the plans of those contemplating the 
project, it embraces running and trotting races for 
three days. According to announcement it will he 
a “betless” minting, no form of wagering being tole- 
rated. The purses will be $100 and the promoters ex- 
pect to find reimbursement from the admission charge 
of $1 anil concession privileges. 

That the promoters feel sanguine of success is 
evidenced by their belief that they can continue 
racing all winter. No one takes the proposition se- 
riously and according to those supposedly familiar 
with prevailing conditions, the meeting will be of 
short duration. 

As to the real racing situation in this locality, 
one’s idea of the future prospects can be fixed ac- 
cording to the side of the fence he is on. The staid 
business man will voice his belief that there is not 
a chance for resumption, while those who formerly 
derived a big benefit from the racing folk, including 
hotel men. restaurants, shop keepers and others, 
maintain that tlie next legislature, which convenes 
May 1. 1912, will afford the relief required for tils 
resumption of the sport, with tlie safeguard of a 
state racing commission and the mutuel style of 
betting. 

The comiug primary in January to determine the 
choice of the next governor will do much to clarify 
the situation. There are three candidates in the 
field seeking the high office, aud according to report, 
each is broad and liberal in his views, presaging 
hope for the sport in the near future 

One of the candidates is pledged to local option, 
which in tlie event of success will afford the people 
of New Orleans an opportunity to decide for them- 
selves by direct vote if they wnnt racing restored. 

The local option candidate is thoroughly conversant 
with the city’s need and if he deemed the majority 
to desire a resumption of the sport would urge the 
neeessarv legislation. 

Roth City Park and the Fair Grounds are in a 
sadly neglected state. The City Park course es- 
pecially appears to be in a state of decay. It would 
entail quite an expense to put it back In Its former 
splendid condition. 

Assuming that the meeting at Havana was a cer- 
tainty. Hugh MeCarren shipped his twelve racers at 
the close of Latonia to this point with a view to 
transferring them to the Cuban capital at tlie earliest 
opportunity. MeCarren, since bis arrival here, has 
been torn’ by conflicting emotions. One day some 
one will tell him that tlie meeting has been declared 
off. only to tie told the next day by some one else 
that the races positively will he held as announced.

Lexington, Ky., November 24. — If Clarence H. 
llackuy signs uu agreement for a compromise with 
Robert L. Baker that has been reached by their re- 
spective attorneys and which, bearing the signature 
of Mr. Baker, is now in Mr. Mackay’s New York 
•ffice awaiting his return about December 1 from a 
shooting expedition t<5 his South Carolina game pre- 
serves, the famous Kingston farm will be for rent 
and the Maekay establishment will be known no more 
in Kentucky. 

Mr. Maekay has had Kingston Farm for six years 
and he holds a lease upon it for another four years, 
dating from October 31 last at an anuuai rental of 
$10,400. When Mr. Maekay decided last winter to 
send the stallion Meddler and his band of brood- 
mares to Fiance, U. L. Baker, owner of the farm, 
brought suit for an attachment and indemnifying 
bond to the amount of $189,000. The bond was 
Sgven and the horses were released by tbe court to go 
abroad. Then Mr. Maekay began a tight in the lo- 
•■al courts and in the United States court resisting 
the suit. He won on some important points, but the 
ease was not entirely disposed of. He grew tired of 
litigation and when he was at Frankfort on Novem- 
ber 9 for the unveiling of the Lincoln statute, he 
Had a meeting with Manager Charles F. Hill and 
Attorney George S. Shankliu and told them to com- 
promise the case. 

Under the agreement Mr. Maekay is to pay in 
cash to Mr. Baker four years’ rental, less six per 
cent Interest, and is to have the right to sub lease 
the farm for stock breeding purposes only. It 's 
•xpected by Manager Hill and Attorney Shanklin 
ihst Mr. Maekay will sign the papers upon his re- 
SViV *" -” ow cork, and that he will order Manager 
Hill to sub lease the farm to the person making the 
best proposal. There are now only half a dozen 
horses on the (ilace. 

BARNEY SCHREIBER LOSES A BROODMARE. 

Mexico City, Mex., November 19. — One of the 
largest crowds ever seen at the Condesa course was 
present today, the last Sunday of the meeting. Clear 
weuther, a good card, and interesting racing re- 
warded them. The finish of the second race fur- 
nished the excitement of tile afternoon. A field cotu- 
posed of Wooltex, Tray more, Forecaster, Yvonne 
and McAlan were off to an almost perfect star', 
wooltex broke second, but quickly moved up and 
made the pace all the way to the finish. On tbe 



tern into the long stretch, all the contenders with i 
the exception of McAlan were closely bunched, and 
it looked like anybody's race until within fifty yards 
of the end. in a spirited drive Wooltex outgumed 
his opposition and finished first three-quarters of a 
length in advance of Traymore, which horse was 
closely followed by Forecaster and Yvonne, less than 
two lengths separating the quartet.

Louis. 

Another sale was recorded here, John Lowe pur- 
chasing Butter Ball from Fred Ilanlon for $700 gold. 

The Schreiber shipment of thoroughbreds all ar 
rived here safely, and but one loss has occurred 
subsequently. The broodmare Nance O’Neil died in 
tbe sales paddock today. Considerable interest is 
manifested by local lovers of the thoroughbred in the 
Schreiber shipment, and it is predicted that the rep- 
resentatives of Missouri’s famous stud sent here will 
all remain in Mexico under local ownership. 

A special train will convey the visiting horsemen 
and their racers to Juarez, leaving Mexico City Tues- 
day morning at 10:30. Besides the accommodation 
for the horses, there will be three Pullman eoaches 
for the turfmen. Colonel Winn preceded the special, 
having left today for the border city in order to be 
on the ground at the earliest possible moment to 
take up his duties there in connection with the 
meeting which will open at Juarez on Thanksgiving 
Day. 

GOSSIP FROM BLUE GRASS REGION. 

Lexington. Ky., November 24. — William Oliver left 
here touiglit for Henning with eleven yearlings, eight 
of which were purchased by J. S. Tyree, a Washing- 
ton chemist, during the summer and fall and have 
since been at the farm of Charles W. Moore, and 
three of which Mr. Oliver bought this week for 
members of a New York drug firm who are going 
into racing on a small scale. The yearlings are to 
be broken and kept going all winter at Beuniug. 

Upon the advice of Tommy Williams today. 8. T. 
Harbison took Diamond Flush out of a car load of 
thoroughbred mares intended for sale to planters in 
the south and will keep her. Diamond Flush is a youug 
mare by St. Julien that was consigned to tbe sale 
this week by R. W. Nelson of Jersey City and was 
bought by Mr. Harbison for $55. Young Williams 
has at the Kentueky Association track a smashing 
good yearling colt by Cedarstrome out of the mare 
and she is in foal again to the same horse. The 
Williams yearling has shown a quarter iu a frac- 
tion better than 23. 

Elliot C. Cowdin left this morning for New York, 
G. W. J. Bissell returned to Pittsburgh and Lew 
Marion, former trainer of the Wheatcroft stable, 
who was also here for the sales, returned to Cincin- 
nati. 

FIRST THOROUGHBREDS REACH CHARLESTON. 

Charleston, S. C., November 24. — The first thor- 
oughbreds to arrive in Charleston, preparatory to 
the opening of the winter meeting of the Charleston 
Fair and Racing Association, which is now construct 
ing a $250,000 racing plant at West, just north of 
the city, arrived here yesterday morning, and are 
now quartered in stables, several hundred of which 
have sprung up as if by magic during the past week. 
It was stated yesterday by Assistant Secretary Cas- 
sidy, of the Association, that additional horses 
would arrive in the city in large numbers during the 
next two weeks. 

The first batch of racers to arrive here consisted 
of two geldings well known to horsemen throughout 
the country. They are Frank Itubstaller and De- 
scendant. the property of H. G. Bedwell, who at 
present has about twenty-four thoroughbreds at 
Jamestown. The two geldings came to Charleston 
in a box car from Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, having 
made tbe journey of 3,800 miles in fifteen days. They 
wore accompanied by an attendant.

Harry La Montague's Fred Keene won the Prix 
Daguolet at the Vincennes course iu France Wednes- 
day with O’Leary in tbe saddle.

ard in a case where the runuiDg of a horse is in- 
volved in which he has a pecuniary interest, and 
should any person so act the decision shall be in- 
validated, and tbe case referred to the stewards of 
the Jockey Club to be reheard.” — Toronto Globe.
